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NOTES 3(a):The amendments to claim 1,14 and 23 have not been previously presented for consideration. At least claims 1-35 require 
further consideration due to the amendments to claims. 

The Applicant's arguments are found persauvise with regard to the 112, 2 nd paragraph rejections of claims 13, 22 and 35 and the 
rejections are withdrawn. 

As to Applicant's argument that the cited references do not teach the limitations of the independent claims of the invention, one cannot 
show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 
642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
As to Applicant's argument that Vaeth does teach a registration authority that communicates with a certificate authority, Applicant is 
directed to Vaeth, column 8, lines 35-48. The verification step occurs at the registration authority and the appropriate response is sent to 
the certificate authority. 

As to Applicant's argument that Credential Manager of Scheidt is not a certificate authority, Applicant is directed to Scheidt, column 13, 
lines 30-31. It clearly states that the Credential Manager plays the role of a certificate authority in the patented invention.
